He thought it was a really good idea and hoped it would cut down on 
thefts. 

Denny motioned we 
adjourn, Tom seconded and the meeting was adjourned.

To clean or not to clean? That is the question!

This debate has been a running issue among the numismatic community 
for years, as to whether or not to clean coins. 

There are several factors to take into consideration in this argument. 

The first issue is, what is the definition of cleaning? 

According to Websters Dictionary cleaning is defined as: |. Free from 
dirt: contamination or impurities: unsoiled: unstained. The broader term 
denotes, generally the removal of dirt or impurities by washing, brushing, 
etc. In the realm of cleaning coins the etc. would include other procedures 
such as submerging the coin in an acid solution (dipping) such as ‘e-Z-est’ 
or Jewel-Luster or using a silver polishing cloth. An old time remedy was 
to use an eraser, or scrub the coin with Baking Soda or Tooth Paste. One 
of the more recent methods is to submerge the coin in ammonia or 
Tabasco sauce to remove dirt and other impurities from the surface of the 
coin. These and several other remedies succeeded in removing unwanted 
contaminates, but at what cost to the original surfaces of the coins metal 
content? As seen in many collectors coin collections and coin dealers 
inventory these types of cleaning processes are very evident in that the 
coin no longer has an original, as made appearance, and as such the coins 
value has been greatly decreased. 

It becomes obvious that any of the afore mentioned methods of cleaning 
a coin can become detrimental to the numismatic value of the coin. This 
fact becomes quite evident when the coin is offered to a dealer for his 
purchase offer. 

There are some collectors who are not put off or offended, by a cleaned 
coin, especially when it is a certain coin they need to add to their 
collection. This becomes especially true if it is a difficult date or variety 
to locate. Because the coin has been cleaned it generally can be purchased 
for a lower cost than one that had not been cleaned. That difference in cost 
might be the determining factor whether the collector would ever own a 
particular coin. So, in some instances the trade off doesn’t seem all that 
unfavorable. 

The next thing you hear is “Coin Conservation”, a process that 
apparently, removes dirt , contaminates and impurities without disturbing 
or disrupting the metal content of the coin. In today’s fields of technology 
there are products that can actually remove dirt and impurities without any 
undesirable effects on the coins metal content. Conversation of coins has 
become a more acceptable process in restoring a coin to its more natural 
appearance without decreasing the value of the coin. 
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In fact, in many instances conserving the coin actually increases the value 
of the coin. By removing dirt, soil contaminates and impurities, without 
disturbing the surface metal of the coin can bring the look of the coin back 
to its more original, as made appearance. 

There are factors that one might want to take into consideration as to 
whether or not to have a coin conserved. Obviously removing: dirt and 
contamination from a coin, without disturbing the metal content on the 
surface of the coin seems like an acceptable method of improving, not only 
the appearance of the coin, but also the possible value of the coin. 
Today we have available, to the numismatic arena, companies who 
professionally conserve coins not only for the coin collecting field, but 
also for such institutions as the Smithsonian Institute and salvage 
companies, who recover lost coin treasures from deep sea sunken ships. 

Let’s take a moment and consider the impurities and contamination that 
adhere to the surface of coins. It seems that in today’s coin collecting arena 
that the word “toning” has taken the place of impurities and contamination. 
The fact of the matter is that the “Rainbow Toning”, or for that matter any 
toning on a coin is caused mostly by airborne impurities and contamination 
as well as sulfides in paper and cardboard storage containers. 

Consider this. The air you breath contains impurities and contaminates 
such as sulphur, carbon, sulphuric acid, just to name a few. It is these 
airborne chemicals that contaminate a coins surfaces and create toning. It 
is the reaction of these airborne contaminates with the metal content of a 
coin that creates ‘toning’, which can appear in many different colors. Over 
time these contaminates will actually begin to disturb and disrupt the metal 
surfaces of a coin. Some types of metals are more susceptible to these 
airborne contaminates than others. Copper and aluminum appear to 
deteriorate more quickly than others like nickel and silver. But all types of 
metal will have some type of reaction to these airborne contaminates and 
impurities. When does this reactions begin? From the moment the metals 
are produced, continuing through the minting process right up to this 
moment. In fact, some of these impurities are in the raw material to begin 
with. Airborne impurities can even be viewed by the human eye. The next 
time you see a beautifully colored sunset, know this, that the suns rays 
shining through the airborne particles are what create those beautiful 
colors. Again, what are those particles? Sulphur, carbon, sulphuric acid and 
many other types of chemicals that are being transported through the air. 
Not only does mankind create these airborne contaminates but they also 
occur naturally in nature. 

Here is a little test that you can do. Take a new shiny penny and place it 
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outside so that it is exposed to these airborne contaminates and impurities, 
and over a period of thirty days, observe the reaction that occurs on the 
surfaces of the penny. This reaction is aggressive more so on some metals 
than others and in time will degrade the surface. Also this reaction can occur 
more rapidly in some areas of the country than in others. Where there are 
large populations and manufacturing facilities the airborne impurities and 
contaminates will be more abundant and therefore degrade the metals more 
quickly. 

Does this reaction stop if the coin is encapsulated? No! The best that will 
be done is that the process will be slowed down, but over a long period of 
time the reaction will continue to degrade the surface of the coin. Not only 
have I seen this in my own encapsulated coins but also in other collectors 
holdings. Even if a coin is conserved it will still be susceptible to airborne 
contaminates and impurities. Granted it will probably take a long period of 
time for the reaction to become evident, but it will happen again. Remember 
it took years and years for a coin to tone to the state it is in now. So will you 
see it retone while it is still in your collection? It is possible that you will, 
especially if the coin remains exposed to the air. You can have a coin 
conserved and encapsulated and lessen or slow down the retoning process. 

Third party capsules are not airtight. The cost to vacuum seal a coin in an 
airtight environment would be very expensive. 

What it comes down to is a personal preference as to whether the collector 
wants to have his or her coins conserved or not. 

It is obvious that many of the cleaning processes , mentioned early on in 
this article, are probably not acceptable. Conservation, on the other hand, 
may be a viable solution to restoring a toned, dirty or contaminated, 
uncirculated coin to near its original appearance. 

There are reputable conservation services available to conserve coins so 
that even the third party grading services will grade and encapsulate the coin 
with no detracting statements as to the conservation process. 

The choice to conserve or not to conserve is a question the coin collector 
must answer for his or her self.

Investing in Morgan Dollars

Before you invest in Morgan Dollars consider these 
he points Morgan Dollars have become very popular as 
Photo courtesy About.com an investment vehicle for coin collectors because 
they cost a reasonable amount of money to buy, have 
performed very well in the past as an investment, and are beautiful to 
behold. But like any investment, you must do your homework first if you 
expect to come out ahead over dealer profits, inflation, rare coin 
appreciation in general, and knowing which specimens to buy in particular, 
to ensure that you don’t take a loss instead. 
Morgan Dollars in General 4 
The first thing you need to keep in mind about Morgan f. 4 
Dollars is that specimens that grade below AU-50 are, as M ¢ 
a rule, only worth their silver bullion value. Of course, ‘ 
there are a few exceptions, especially for Morgan Dollars 
minted at Carson City, but most Morgan Dollars on the 
market today never circulated as regular change. The main reason for this 
is that the Mint produced hundreds of millions more Morgans during the 
1800's than were needed for circulation, so they sat in vaults. 
Most Morgan Dollars Never Circulated 
More than a halfa billion Morgan Dollars were minted between 1878 and 
1904, and although nearly 3/4 of these were melted back down before being 
issued, the majority of the Morgans in the marketplace today didn’t even 
leave the Mint until 1960. You can learn more about the history of the 
Morgan Dollar, which makes a fascinating story, at About.com on the 
internet. The bottom line is that Morgan Dollars in Uncirculated grades are 
very, very common, so be aware of this when you go to buy Morgans. 
Buy the Book Before You Buy the Coin 
One thing that less-than-honest dealers might attempt to do is try to lead 
you to believe that just because the Morgan Dollar is 60 to 80 years old, the 
fact that it’s in Mint State makes it very valuable. The Truth is that MS-63 
specimens for about the min/date combinations sell for only $35 to $79 
each. Telemarketer’s are getting $350 to $700 for the same coins! Which 
is the better investment? Obviously, getting the Red Book and learning the 
true market values of Morgan Dollars is critical 
Invest in Only the Highest Grade Morgan Dollars 
Because the Morgan Dollar series exists in generally higher grades than 
most other series, you should invest in only the highest grade specimens. 
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If you can afford to buy Proof Morgans, you should, because those have 
performed very well over the past fifteen years. The next best investments 
are the very high grade, MS-65 or better. They are pricey compared to MS- 
60 to MS-63, but their incredible rarity in the age of encapsulation make 
them a good investment. 
Remember to Consider the Source 
Another very important thing to remember to consider | 
, when investing in rare coins, including Morgan 
Dollars, is to consider the source of the grade. The 
price difference between MS-63 and MS-65 is 
significant, and not all dealers and grading services | 7 
have the same grading standards. In fact, coins which | 
are in slabs from PCGS and NGC are worth more than 
coins in slabs from certain minor grading services, 
because PCGS and NGC have consistent, exacting, and largely non- 
subjective standards for grading. 

Store Your Morgan Dollars in a Vault You Control 

Finally, once you’ve made the informed decision to 
invest in a given coin, always take delivery of your 
coins! Don’t fall for some dealers assurances that your 
coins will be kept safe for you. If the dealer cannot 
produce the individual coin you are buying, in a major 
grading company slab, find another dealer. If you don’t 
have a proper built-in, fireproof vault to store your 
investments in, put them ina safety deposit box. Always 
remember that Morgan Dollars can be you future, so

Nominees must be a living INA member in good standing with the 
organization for at least three years. 
Recipients are eligible to receive the award only once every ten years. 


Nominees will be evaluated on the following: 


1) Service to the INA and/or an INA endorsed area club. 
2) Promotion and/or propagation of the field of numismatics. 
3) General Character and Reputation of Integrity and Honesty. 


The nominations will be reviewed by the INA Board who will narrow 
the nominees to three finalists (candidates). A general election will be 
held by the INA to determine the final recipient from the three 
finalists. Only INA members in good standing will be allowed to vote 
in the general election. ( Board members who are nominated must 
abstain from participation in the review and consolidation of 
candidates. They do retain their ability to cast their ballot in the 
general election once the three finalists have been chosen.) 


The award will be a plaque presented by the President of the 
INA at the next general meeting.
